~The Panama Star and Herald of the 
13th inst. says: Among the passengers 
going South to-day on th 2 steamer 
Payta, is Don Mariano Felipe Paz 
Solday, Director General of Public 
Works of Peru, who has been to Iu- 
rope in cannection with the National 
Telegraph intended to connect Pana- 
ma with Caljao, . Mr. Pag Soldau has 
succeeded in obtaining $1,000,000) to- 
wards the stock in’ Ijurope, and has 
reserved $500),000 stock to be subscribed 
for on this coast. He expects to ob- 
tain & concession from Peru to lay the 
line along the coast, without any difti- 
culty, and also to receive a subsidy 
from that Goyernment. Ifthe United 
States of Columbia refuse to 
privilege without conipensation, ap- 
plication will be made to Costa Rica 
to run the line across that territory, 
‘which will be very easily obtained, 
Pope Pio Nino.

We may be 
well assured that Mr. Benjamin’s ex- 
perience of business, his breaking into 
hard kibor, and training in that wide 
observation and sympathy which the 
statesman has the best opportunity of 
acquiring, Will not inake him the less

upon him. Nor have we the slightest 
fear that the County Palatine of Tan- 
caster Will in any unpleasant manner 
remind Mr. Benjamin that the val- 
iant struggle of the South against the 
stern unreasan of the North made its 
people endure some weary and wast- 
ing years of idleness and dependence, 
Lancashire suffered without rancor;

How Lager Bier is Made. 

Lager Bier is a fermeted liquor, 
made from malted grain—barley prin- 
Cipally, Jlops and other bitter flayor- 
ing matters are added to improve 
their taste and impart their peculiar 
properties, tonic of otherwise, to any 
liquor. Lager bier, properly made, if 
analyzed, will give about the follow- 
ing result: Water, 1.80; malt, 4.65; 
alcohol, 3.44; carbonic acid, 0.11. The 
dager bier brewing season begins about 
the close of Ostober andends about 
the firstof April. inthe manufacture 
of bier the barley, wheat or other 
grain is selected with much care. It 
is first subjected’ to the process called 
malting, Which is effected in large 
cisterns, with a depth of some six or 
seven inches abpyé the surface of the 
grain. When the grain has become 
fully sonked—usually qgbsorbing forty 
or fifty-five pounds to the hundred 
weight of barley—jt is taken out, al- 
lowed to drain fur six or seven hours, 
and then spread upon the malt floor, 
where the next process of the opera- 
tion is termed couching. Lying in 
beds of twelve or sixtecn inches in 
depth, the grain soon becomes moist 
through chemical changes, and germ- 
ination commences, 

When this has gone sufficiently far, 
which is known by the grain becom- 
ing whiteand crumbly like meal, the 
process is Changed and germination 
immediately arrested by che grain be- 
ing Spread on the floor of a malt kiln, 
and the temperatuté raised graddully 
from 90 to TH) Gegtees, Guring, the op- 
eration of drying, the malt being ire- 
quently stirred.

BET of the crater of the cele- 
yrated Volean de Agua (Water Vol- 
ano). Mr, Herbruger passed three 
days in the crater in the early part of 
June, and succeeded in producing pie- 
tures which give a very fair idea of 
the place. The Volean de Agua is one 
one of the two volcanoes, at the base 
of which was situated the old capital 
of the Republic, founded by Don Pe- 
dro Alvarado, the conqueror, in 1524, 
and on the site of which now stands a 
city of some twenty thousand inhab- 
itants, known asthe Antigua. The 
voleano takes its name from the dread- 
ful circumstances connected with the 
destruction of the old capital in 1551, 
and which makes it a point of great 
interest. In the month of September 
of that year it had rained fearfully 
without intermission for three days, 
and an immense amount of water had 
collected in the crater of the voleano. 
About 2 o'clock in’ the morning of 
the llth, a severe shock of earthquake 
occurred, the crater broke open on the 
north side and an immense body of 
water burst forth, destroying every- 
thing in its course asit passed through 
the beautiful valley below, and laid 
in ruins. the capital which had been 
founded only a few years before. The 
city was rebuilt, and again was totally 
destroyed in 1773, after which it was 
for any vears abandoned.

Memphis Convention.

We had the pleasure, yesterday, of 
meeting and conversing with Gen 
Ww. R. Miles, who has just returned 
from California, to Whichstate he was 
sent by the lmmigrant and- Labor 
Convention held at Memphis last 
July, for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting upon Chinese labor, its 
adaptability to the wants of the South 
and the practicability of its cheap in- 
troduction. 

Gen. Miles is well known to our 
citizens as a former distinguished 
lawyer and merchant of this city. 
Having performed a gallant and con- 
spicuous part in the late war, he has, 
since its close, settled upon his large 
cotton estate in the Yazoo bottom, and 
has been one of our most successful 
cultivators. Deputed by the Conven- 
tion to proceed on the mission relative 
to Chinese labor, he left Memphis on 
the 5th of July by the Pacifie Rail- 
road, arrived safely at San Francisco, 
devoted one month to traveling, ex- 
amining the country, and observing 
and studying the people and their 
institutions, and returned in one 
month and twenty days from the day 
of his departure. At the time of our 
interview with Gen. Miles, it was 
his seventh day from San Francisco. 
He is now at Vicksburg, and will 
promptly furnish the public with a 
report of his views and conclusions on 
the subject of his mission. — 

In advance’ of this report we can 
state that the General conutirmed the 
opinions of -all intelligent and 
impartial persons who have visited 
California, as to the great value, Su- 
periority and cheapness of Chinese 
labor. Anactive, sagacious and in- 
quisitive gentleman, he made a 
thorough and minute examination 
into the manners, habits and customs 
of the Chinese. He visited the vari- 
ous Cstablishinents in which they are 
employed, the woolen - factories, the 
machine shops, the founderies, the 
farms, the mines and on railroads; in 
every department of industry and 


relation and position they were re- 
garded as the cheapest, most reliable 
and trustworthy laborers in the State. 
As house servants they are esteemed 
as incomparably superior to all others 
in their cleanliness, docility, and 
tidelity. . Their labor can be obtained 
at about one-third the rate paid for 
other labor. It is for this reason they 
are persecuted and oppressed by cer- 
tain classes in California. These 
classes, embracing a large number of 
voters, political aspirants and party 
leaders, tind it to their interest to 
sanction the denunciation of the 
Chinese, but even these admitted to 
Gen. Miles that for the Southern plan- 
tation there could be no better 
laborers. The want of protection by 
the law has somewhat diseouraged 
immigration to California, otherwise 
the only limit to it would be the 
amount of transportation, which 
could be devoted to the business of 
| bringing them over. This business is 
very different from the Coolie trade, 
Which has been reprehended by the 
civilized world, and is prohibited by 
an act of Congress. The contraetors, 
who have been extensively engaged 
in this business, and are willing ta 
embark on a still largey scale, obtain 
their emigrants from the interior and 
agricyltyral districts of China, and sa 
far from enjploying any violence or 
deceit to induce them to emigrate, are 
annoyed by the untortunates of these, 
who beg to go. There are few, in- 
deed, of the laboring class who would 
not leave that country to come to 
America if their passage were secured, 
They are willing to bind themgetves, 
and the contractors will guarantee the 
fulfillment of their pledge to work at 
a rate,to be agreed on,until they rei.n- 
burse all the advanees made for their 
transportation. In fine the whole 
system of the Chinese emigration is 
arranged in sfritt consistency‘ wit] 

ucts ef Congress which have been 
passed _in regard to iyropean con- 
tracts. The right of these parties to bint 

themselves, and the validity of jsuch 
contracts of labor, to par. 
{ es affording themthe means ot tran- 
sportation, has never been questioned, 
So fur from requiring any special laws 
to protect them from fraud and im- 
position in such contracts, Gen. Miles 
ussures us that the Chinese are more 
than ordinarily shrewd in making a 
bargain and taking care of themselves, 
All they ask is protection when they 
come into our country, and the enjoy- 
ment of the rights which have been 
promised to them under the: Burling 


yame'treaty.

indicates profitable business under the 
United States law. | The State bank notes 
outstanding are 32,50 874, or about one 
and a quarter per cent, of the aggregate 
of 1862-64. This stim may be assumed as 
the aggregate loss, burnt or destroyed in 
various ways, in the previous thirty or 
forty years. It shows an annual loss of 
about tifty,or sixty thousand dollars, or 
less than three-hundredths of one per 
cent. annual average loss from all causes, 

When we consider the immense extent 
of country oyer which the &200,000,000 of 
Rtate Bank circulation were distributed 
for the last thirty or forty years, the re- 
sulting loss seems very trifling.

THE NEW MEMPHIs, 

in the hands of Messrs. Spaulding, 
Bidwell & Macdonough, is being so 
transformed that old Aaditues will tind 
it difficult to realize that they are un- 
der the roof of the old house of last 
season. For the past six weeks a 
small army of mechanics and artizans 
bave been busily engaged in renoyat- 
ing and remodeling the interior of the 
building. The improvements are ofthe 
most substantial and comprehensive 
eharacter, and wiil, when completed, 
make it one of the most elegant, com- 
modious and admirably arranged 
places of amusement in any part of 
the country.

THE TRANSFER COMPANY. 


Serious Charges to be Met Squarely 


Fairly. 
A Chance for the Louisville Road and 
Transfer Company to Explain. 


Editors Appeal: I wish to call the’ 
attention of the business men of 
Memphis to a dangerous monopoly, a 
cancer upon the interests of Memphis, 
her merchants and the planters along 
the line of the Memphis and Louis- 
ville Railroad—the Memphis City 
Transfer Company, a company owned 
by citizens of Cincinnati and Louis- 

ville, and the Memphis and Louis- 
ville Railroad, and run in the interest 
of the Memphis and Louisville Rail- 
road. Let us look a liltle into the 
workings of these corporations snd 
see if they have the interest ot Mein- 
phisat stake, 

The Memphis and Louisville Rail- 
road, the self-constituted agent of the 
merchant and farmer, with vreut 
Nourish of trumpets, proclaim: to their 
patrons that it will transport cotton 
to Memphis, at so much per bale (be- 
ing twenty-tive cents more than the 
regular tariff) and charge nothing for 
delivering it toany shed or purt of the 
city. Now this proposition at sight 
bears on its face the seuiblance of fair- 
ness, but you come to look into it you 
tind itis not fair, The cotton trans- 
ported over this road on. its arrival 
here is turned over to the Memphis 
City ‘Vransfer Company, and it re- 
ceives the extra charge of twenty- 
five cents per bale made by the 
Memphis and Louisville Rail- 
roadsounder its” free delivering 
contract, This road does not tell you 
at the time it is acting agent for you 
that the very same cotton that the 
Memphis City Transfer Company re- 
ceives twenty-five cents per bale for 
transporting, can, and will be deliver- 
ed to any part of the city, not sree of 
charge, but for fwelve.and-a-halsf cents 
per bale, Does the Memphis & Louis- 
ville Railroad deal fairly with the 
merchant and the farmer when, as 
their agent, it pays twice as much for 
delivering as the merchant or farmer 
could have it done for? Now this 
twenty-five cents paid the Transfer 
Company is excessive, onerous and 
highly oppressive, and is an outrage 
on the rights and privileges of our 
business men and farmers which 
should not be borne or tolerated 
longer. I repeat that if the Memphis 
& Louisville Railroad will give out- 
siders, citizens of Memphis, a 
chance, the same cotton will be re- 
moved by perfectly reliable parties 
at twelve-and-a-hal!t cents a bale—a 
saving to the farmer of One-half. 

The Memphis & Louisville Railroad 
brings into the city annually 40,000 
bales of cotton, which, at 25 cents per 
bale, as cliarged by the Transfer Com- 
pany, will be 310,000—at 12} cents per 
bale, as will be hauled by citizens of 
Memphis, $5,000, a saving to the far- 
mer of $5,000, and to Memphis $5,000, 
because it will be invested jin] Memphis 
and not in Louisyille or Cincinnati 
for wagons, harness and gather vehi- 
cles for transportatinn.
